Rising star 



Shaun Curran asks 
Brixton resident 
and Mercury Prize- 
nominated sensation 
Jessie Ware why south 
London is suddenly 
leading the music scene 


M ove over Florence, 
mind out of the 
way La Roux and 
watch your toes 
Adele, because 
south London has 
a brand new female pop star to add 
the seemingly never-ending list - her 
name is Jessie Ware, and just as j 
ruled the pop scene in 2012, she 
set to own 2013 as well. 

Brixton’s very own Ware has 
spent the last 12 months making the 
transition from underground secret to 
mainstream, Mercury Prize-nominated 
sensation and she is following in 
the footsteps of the brilliant, widely 
varied and hugely successful singer- 
songwriters to emerge from south of 
the river over recent years. 

Her debut album Devotion was one 
of the soundtracks of the summer and 
it has brought her an ever-increasing 
fan base drawn to her sleek and sassy 
pop take on downbeat club music 
and classic R’n’B. 

But has the sudden acclaim made 
her forget where she comes from? You 
only need to spend a minute in her 
company to realise that the bubbly, 
affable and down-to-earth 28 year-old 
is as south London as the Lambeth 
Walk and that she remains true to her 
Brixton roots - roots she is more than 
happy to discuss at length. 

“Well, it’s not too far from my mum 
for a start,” Jessie says with a laugh 
as she begins talking about Brixton. 
“She lives in Clapham, which is where 
I grew up, and I went to Alleyns, so 
I have always been a south London 
girl. Growing up in Clapham was really 
nice, I had a great childhood, but now 
Brixton is definitely my home »> 
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‘Brixton has a really good spirit. There 
is so much going on. Would I ever live 
anywhere else in London? No, never!’ 


chicken wings! And great burgers, 
too. Heritage Deli is one as well, that 
is so delicious. Oh, and there is a Thai 
restaurant called Kaosarn, which is 
always really busy with big queues but 
they know me in there now so they 
always get me in. And they do such 
good soup. I could go on all day!” 

I mention a particularly drunken 
night at the Hootananny, which brings 
about another passionate story. 

“Yeah the Hootananny, that was 
another one!” she giddily remembers. 
“I love it! I used to go all the time. I 
actually used to go when I was too 
young,” she says sheepishly, “and I 
used to have great, crazy nights there. 


focus was to go to university and get 
a good job. I always loved singing, 
but I thought it was just a dream. So 
I did what everybody else does and 
concentrated on getting a proper job.” 

True to her word, Ware pursued a 
career in journalism, first as an intern 
at the Daily Mirror sports desk (“I 
wanted to be a football reporter”) 
and then at the Jewish Chronicle 
before her friend, singer-songwriter 
Jack Penate, asked her to sing 
backing vocals on a Radio 1 session 
he was recording at Maida Vale. 

After that ‘amazing experience’, 
Ware toured America with Penate 
and hasn’t looked back: guest spots 


There was always great music on. You 
can go and dance all night.” 

As you can no doubt tell, Ware’s 
south London credentials are second 
to none, so what does she make of 
the conveyor belt of brilliant female 
singer-songwriters - Adele, La Roux, 
Florence Welch, Lianne La Havas, 
Katy B - that have emerged over 
recent years to change the landscape 
of pop? Why has this happened in this 
little part of the world all at once? 

“I do get asked this quite a lot,” she 
says, “and the honest answer is that 
I really don’t know. But it is amazing 
for south London. Because we are all 
doing our own thing, it isn’t like we 
sound the same, we are all different in 
what we do, but there is that common 
thing between us. I know most of 
the girls as well, Florence was a 
few years below me at school, 

I know Adele and Lianne, 
so it’s not like we are in 
competition. We are just all 
doing out bit. It’s cool.” 

Ware is certainly 
doing her bit, and then 
some. Devotion has won 
plaudits from critics and 
her success has been one 
of the music stories of the 
past year. But it could have 
been so different, as Ware had 
given up on her music dreams. 
“Now I am in it, I am going to 
give it a really good go and give my 
everything because it is too good an 
opportunity to pass up. But I didn’t 
ever think it was possible. My main 


with artists such as Sampha and 
SBTRKT on (at the time) obscure 
dance tracks followed, which led to 
meeting the people with whom Ware 
co-wrote the majority of the tracks that 
that ended up on Devotion. 

“There were a few people who I met 
and ended up working with, mainly 
David Okumu (the Invisible), Julio 
Bashmore and Kid Harpoon, and it 
was such a great experience. I much 
prefer collaborating with people who 
I already have a relationship with.” 

On tracks such as Running and 
110%, you can hear Ware’s raw 
emotion that, along with brilliant 
melodies and her breathy, sultry 
voice, has connected with her 
audience. That audience swelled 
thanks to her Mercury Prize 
nomination (“that was so great, I 
noticed people started to know who 
I was then”), to the point that before 
her last Brixton gig, at the Electric, she 
was inundated with requests from old 
friends and acquaintances for tickets. 

“That was my favourite gig of the 
year, I loved it,” she gushes, “it is such 
a lovely venue, and the sound is great. 
I wish all my gigs could be in there. 

But I did have to switch my phone off, 
so many people wanted to come! 

“I know I am lucky to be doing this 
and I’m just glad people are listening. 
Being a bit older, I realise this might 
not last forever. I really want it to, I 
want to be singing for the rest of my 
life, but you never know. So I am 
going to make the most of it and do 
the best I can.” } 


and I always hang around when I 
am not travelling. Staying here keeps 
me grounded as well. My boyfriend 
works in a local school, and I see 
what he does and it keeps things in 
perspective. Brixton is good for that.” 

And what is it about the area that 
Ware loves so much? 

“It’s always so busy, there is so 
much going on,” she says. “And 
what I love about it is that there 
is no pretension at all, the people 
are great. Everywhere has character. 
Brixton has a really good spirit. And 
plus all my mates are nearby, as well 
as my family, and with me being 
away all the time, when I come home 
I want it to feel like home. It is great 
I can hang around with them when 
I want. Plus I am too lazy to move. 
Would I ever live anywhere else 
in London? No, never!” 

So as a true Brixtonite, what are 
her favourite haunts? 

“There are so many! There are 
loads of bars, places to eat, and 
obviously there is the Ritzy cinema. 
But one of my favourite places is 
Seven at Brixton, which is a cocktail 
place that does tapas as well, 
and the tapas is really great. 

And the cocktails are really 
imaginative, you want to try 
a different one every time 
you go in.

Beckenham’s Adam Smith on his journey from Tumble Tots to Cirque star 



What’s it like to be part of the 
world-renowned Cirque du Soleil? 

It’s a place I’ve always dreamed 
to work, since I was a little kid. It’s 
fantastic, and I get to travel the world. 
We get a week or two off when a 
show moves from place to place, so 
I’ve done a lot of travelling on my tour 
breaks. Every month I’m jetting 
off somewhere. 


Do you get home much? 

I get home to see my mum 
in Bromley normally once 
a year - she gets mad if 
I don’t! I go out to 
a few restaurants 
and things like 
that when I’m 
home and there’s 
always something 
new going on. 

Tell us about 
your role in the 
show? 

I’m in the house 
troupe and they 
do an act called 
the Teeterboard, 


which is a huge seesaw that catapults 
people up in the air. There’s a guy 
standing on the floor, I’m standing on 
his shoulders and just in front of us is 
the Teeterboard. Two guys run and 
jump on one end, and at the other 
end is a girl who flies up in the air and 
lands on my shoulders... hopefully, 
if everything goes right! That’s my 
main trick. 

And it all started with 
Tumble Tots... 

Yeah, my mum took me to 
Tumble Tots and they said she 
should take me to a gym 
class. I started really 
young doing the basics 
and never left. I started 
off with the gymnastics 
that you would see in 
the Olympics, then 
moved into sports 
acrobatics, which 
is more a kind of 
circus gymnastics, 
but performed in a 
sport. I was in the 
national team for 
that and became 


world champion. Cirque recruits 
people from sport acrobatics for acts 
like the Teeterboard. 

Was it a huge change, from sports 
gymnastics to Cirque? 

I thought I’d be doing the gymnastics 
I was doing before but on stage and 
in a costume and that would be it, but 
when I arrived in Montreal (Cirque du 
Soleil HQ) to do the training, it was 
just jaw-dropping, I couldn’t believe 
the things they made you do: acting 
like clowns, singing and dressing up 
in crazy costumes. I thought, ‘Oh my 
God, what have I got myself into?’ 

Now I’m doing this really elaborate, 
artistic character work in Kooza, 
it’s a completely different skill. 

What advice do you have for 
young aspiring gymnasts?

Helena Drakakis enters Simon March’s quirky East Dulwich 
paint shop to discover just how Colour Makes People Happy 


S imon March is staging a rebellion 
against interiors. Admittedly, it’s a 
small skirmish from a frontline in 
suburban East Dulwich but it’s got him 
going military red. “I know I’m being 
an idiot,” he says apologetically. “I just 
hate the concept of interior design: companies that 
charge you £250 to create a mood board or lifestyle 
magazines that dictate what’s in fashion.” March’s 
solution is altogether easier: step away from the 
magazines and start thinking about what inspires you. 

It’s a philosophy that runs through March’s home- 
cum-paint shop. Entering Colour Makes People 
Happy is like stepping into a rainbow, yet bizarrely 
all the walls in this elongated play nest are white. 
Instead, there are rows of Dutch clogs mounted on 
walls which show off March’s Siecle paint range. 
There’s antiques and curios, vintage containers that 
adorn dressers, paintings, pink and purple teapots 
hanging from ceilings. There’s even a grey and red 
miniature cable car suspended in mid air. 

“This shop is my folly. I have created my own 
fantasy and a place where I can live in my own 
world,” he admits. But, it didn’t always look this 
way. When March first viewed the premises on 
Grove Vale in the snowy winter of 2009 it had been 
boarded up for 20 years. There was no floor, no 


plumbing and inside was chock-full of random 
machinery parts. It took him two years to create 
“something from nothing”. 

“It’s so primitive it would make my nan cry,” 
laughs March as he gives a guided tour of his 
makeshift kitchen, toilet and shower room which sit 
slap bang in the middle of his shop, gallery space 
and screening room where he shows “colourful” 
films. All his curios and furniture have been found 
rummaging in skips or second-hand shops and 
today, atop a two-ring baby oven, he’s got some 
homemade soup on the boil. 

“I’ve made the most of what I’ve got,” he declares. 
And for the Sussex-born entrepreneur, that’s the 
key to style. It’s not about spending thousands on 
grand designs. Instead, it’s about discovering your 
favourite things and displaying them in clever ways 
that bring colour to life. “People say you can’t 
paint a nursery grey, but why not?” he asks. “It will 
contain bright toys that inject colour. You can paint 
a toy box a great colour. It’s all about juxtaposition. 
People need to stop thinking about whether the 
curtains match and start thinking about what they 
have and how everything’s going to sit together.” 

This simplicity has informed March’s quirky 
Canon Et Ball paint range - a humorous take on the 
well-to-do brand, Farrow & Ball. He started with a

colours gives them whole new dimension, he says. 

Colour Makes You Happy is less of a shop and 
more of an insight into March’s mercurial mind. Its 
title was inspired by a sign in the window of a New 
York pancake parlour, which read “pancakes make 
you happy.” Next year, he’s even showing 365 films 
- one each day - that have associations to colour. 
“There’ll be anything from obscure art-house flicks 
to The Hunt for Red October ,” he enthuses. 

Whatever you do, though, don’t turn up asking 
for interior advice. “I’m a complete subjectivist,” 
he laughs. “I love green and blue together. I don’t 
see why you can’t put orange and pink side-by-side. 
What seems ghastly to everyone suddenly becomes 
desirable because someone somewhere made it 
look wonderful. My only advice is don’t think about 
it too much. Just do it.” }

range of 60 colours which he’s recently extended 
to 96. The paint base is made in Holland, which is 
home to 120 independent paint manufacturers and 
famed for its quality. The colours are mixed in his 
shop in a machine that sits near a philosophical 
conundrum daubed on a white wall. “Try looking at 
the paint and not the colour,” it reads. 

“I wanted to be connected to the world in 
an artistic way without ever having to embrace 
being an artist myself,” says March who admits his 
obsession for all things Dutch developed after he 
split with his first wife, who was Swedish. “Swede’s 
were dominating furniture and home decoration,” 
he laughs, “Ikea was everywhere so I turned to 
Holland for inspiration. If you can go to Italy to get 
coffee you can go to Holland for paint.” 

Like everything else in his shop, March has 
injected honesty and fun into the kaleidoscopic 
range. Instead of standard titles like “Hawaiian 
Blue” or “Mocha” March’s paints are called anything 
from “I will not dignify that with an answer” to 
“You’re taking a liberty”. He’ll even make you up 
a personalised colour chart complete with your 
own quirky sayings.

Not ready to embrace 2013? Time to wake up 
and smell the coffee, says Karen Jensen-Jones 




PARKhau 


X f the January blues are 

making mornings a struggle, 
you’re probably one of those 
who grab a coffee to keep 
you going. Equally, you 
may be one to linger over a 
carefully made cup of fine, rich coffee 
with just the right amount of crema, 
velvety milk and foam... 

If, like me, you prefer the latter, 
look no further than Park Hall in West 
Dulwich where Kurt Stewart, founder 
of the independent roaster Volcano 
Coffee Works, patiently roasts small 
batches of ethically sourced, organic 
green coffee beans with, he admits, 
a slight obsession. 

“I’m passionate about bringing 
high quality, freshly roasted coffee to 
people who love authentic coffee,” 
explains Kurt, “and it goes right back 
to my childhood in New Zealand. 

My family are all foodies and every 
Sunday my sister and I used to hand 


grind coffee beans from our local 
deli. I opened my first cafe with a 
friend when I was studying to be a 
chef, back in the days of the budding 
independent cafe revolution.” 

When Kurt moved to London in the 
early 90 s, he was surprised at the lack 
of coffee shops and the questionable 



quality of coffee available, even 
in gourmet restaurants. 

“I found Bar Italia in Soho, but 
that was about it!” remembers Kurt. 
“These days I’m still totally surprised 
at the number of restaurants that 
serve outstanding food but really 
bad coffee. We only roast quality 


Good coffee needs good cake, so how 
about this lemon squares cake from 
The Surf Cafe Cook Book? Sweet and 
gooey with a tangy sharp finish, it’s the 
perfect afternoon treat. Keen surfer 
Shannon Denny (one-time 
Living South editor) helped 
develop the book.

Let there be cake 


iffi 
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Arabica beans grown in Central/South 
America, India/Asia and Africa where 
the altitude and humidity are perfect.” 

Kurt roasts daily to keep up with 
demand for his carefully selected 
coffees, not only for his coffee shop 
in Park Hall, but for discerning 
restaurant clients including Petersham 
Nurseries in Richmond, Zuma in 
Knightsbridge and Roka in Belgravia 
and Canary Wharf. 

“I roast in small batches of about 
9 kg, up to a temperature of roughly 
200 °C, and the process takes just 
under 20 minutes,” explains Kurt. “The 
whole idea behind artisanal coffee 
is that it depends on the artistry and 
touch of the roaster. You get the best 
out of your beans if you nurture them, 
watch their development carefully 
and then respond to the sight [swell 
and colouring of the bean], the smell 
[bread and nuts] and the sound [like 
popcorn popping]. Roast for even 30 


seconds too long and you can lose 
the signature characteristics of the 
whole batch. I still get an adrenalin 
rush from judging exactly when the 
roast is perfect.” 

With delicious coffee on tap all 
day, be it an espresso, pour-over 
filter or ‘aeropress’, Kurt confesses to 
drinking about six double-shots a day, 
but he hasn’t noticed any adverse 
side effects. On the contrary, he 
adheres to the health benefits found 
in the abundance of anti-oxidants in 
sensitively roasted coffee beans. 

“The coffee machine’s always 
on,” says Kurt. “We hope those who 
appreciate great coffee feel welcome 
and engaged, but most importantly, 
when they have a cup of Volcano 
coffee, they stop, take a deep breath, 
and remember life is all good - even 
if it is January.” }

How to make the 
perfect cup o’ Joe 


Just as roasting is an art, a 
craft and a science, making the 
perfect cup of coffee is equally 
demanding and challenging: 
“You can ruin the best coffee 
in the world if you don’t make it 
properly,” explains Joe Lawless, 
Kurt’s barista extraordinaire. 
“For an espresso, for example, 
you need the basics like 
fresh water, a clean espresso 
machine and freshly ground 
beans. Add the correct ratios 
of coffee and water, heat to no 
more than 90°C - it’s extremely 
important not to burn your 
coffee - and create as little 
agitation [that’s stirring to you 
and me] as possible. We also 
believe in paring down our 
coffee to make it as simple 
as possible, so we don’t offer 
flavourings, and we recommend 
using full fat milk.” 

The milk matters? 

“Use fresh cold milk as it 
incorporates lots of air. Warm it 
up but be careful not to burn it, 
as it will ruin the flavour of your 
coffee,” insists Joe. 

“The ideal temperature is 
about 60-65°C; once you’re up 
to 72°C the milk will become 
denatured and watery. After 
heating your milk, keep swirling 
it around in its jug to create 
a silky texture.”

Victoria Purcell relaxes by evening at Koz and 
Locale and by day grabs a good lunch on the go...

After all that Turkey and jolly 
Britishness, it’s time for something 
quietly sophisticated - cocktails and 
dinner at Locale, one of our most 
consistently wonderful local Italians. 

I dined with a friend on a relatively 
quiet Tuesday evening, and after an 
Aperol Spritzer the stage was set for a 
great Italian meal. We started off light 
with a tomato and mozzarella caprese 
(fresh, light moreish mozzarella) and 
delicious pan-fried scallops wrapped 
in pancetta. 

Next up we ordered an 8oz British 
sirloin steak, medium rare, and a 
pan-fried cod fillet on fregola sarda 
- Sardinia semolina pasta, like giant 


couscous - with mussels, clams 
and tomato sauce. Both were prime 
examples of simple food done well 
- a wonderfully flavoured, char-grilled 
tender steak, and fresh, succulent cod 
fillet with crispy skin, which worked 
fantastically with the hearty fregola. 

Dessert might be off the menu for 
most, New Year’s resolutions and all, 
but we figured a panacotta wouldn’t 
hurt - served with chilli and orange 
it was amazing. The cheesecake might 
mean an extra gym session however; 
indulgently creamy, topped with 
blueberries and truly irresistible. 

We continued chatting over a 
sophisticated espresso martini and 
a novel tiramisu cocktail. Who said 
January had to be dull? This year 
we’re living La Dolce Vita!

A celebration of the heritage 
of Ottoman cuisine, the menu 
at Koz includes dishes from 
Central Asia, the Middle East 
and the Mediterranean, prepared 
by chefs with an eye for both 
tradition and innovation. 

Those meze are always tricky 
to resist, and I could happily have 
opened the menu at the list of hot 
and cold sharing dishes and not 
gone any further. We selected 
kisir (an Eastern Anatolian salad 
of celery, green and red pepper, 
bulgur, nuts, onions and tomato 
sauce), taramasalata (blended 
cod roe, lemon juice and olive oil), 
sarma (onion, rice, blackcurrants, 
pine nuts, mixed spices and olive 
oil wrapped in vine leafs) and 
hellim, that you’ll probably know 
better as halloumi. I’m a huge 
taramasalata fan, and this one 
was delicious, a creamy mousse 
that knocks the socks off the 
watery gloop I usually buy from 
Sainsbury’s. The halloumi was 
perfectly filled, too. 

For the main event, I ordered 
the Islim kebab, a casserole of 
diced lamb encased in a dome of 
baby aubergine slices with tomato 
sauce and fresh herbs, served 
with rice. Hot and hearty with the 
most tender chunks of lamb, it 
was a wonderful dish for a cold 
winter’s evening. 

The smokey charcoal grill (the 
koz) really makes the difference, 
from the delicious kebabs to the 
pittas served on being seated. 
Even the rice - normally cast aside 
when it appears with my food - is 
cooked brilliantly - proudly puffed 
out, fluffy and mixed with grains 
of fried rice to add flavour. 
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...keep on getting better, says Sudi Pigott, of Blackheath’s 
finest neighbourhood eatery, Chapters All Day Dining 


Hands up, who has a favourite winter 
jumper to cosy up in? A book they 
read again and again? A restaurant 
they always want to return to, 
knowing they’ll get a warm welcome 
and a menu they read with excited 
anticipation. Odds are that Chapters 
regulars (and there are many, even 
weekday lunches buzz with animated 
chatter) will recognise this sums up 
their local all-day-dining brasserie, a 
place that keeps on getting better.

He also worked at 
the 4-Star Queens Hotel in Leeds and 
was head hunted by Master of Wine 
John Hoskins for his Huntingdon- 
based restaurant. His association 
with Chapters chef-director Andrew 
McLeish goes back to 2004, before 
taking the helm at Chapters. 

Tyndall believes the perfect local 
restaurant should always be gently 
evolving, so there’s always something 
extra and different to tempt. Right 
now he’s seasonally mad on game; 
Josper-roasted red leg partridge, 
curly kale, baby onions, pancetta 


and pomme puree, and slow-roast 
pork belly served with colcannon, 
caramelised apple and cider veloute. 
There are some incredibly enticing 
new cocktails too, since cocktails 
with dinner are very definitely hip (try 
Butterfly Kiss with three-year Havana, 
Aperol, fresh lime and raspberries). 

Yet the delicious favourites remain too 
- fish and chips and the Josper burger 
will never be off the menu. Why not? 
Try them and find out why they’re 
irreplaceable. 

Talking Jospers, Chapters has 
Blackheath’s only Josper Grill - a 
cult, gleaming beast of a charcoal 
oven with incredible heat that imparts 
incredible, subtle smoky flavour. 
Jospers are considered a must by all 
the best Mayfair steak restaurants. 



What’s more, Chapters offers a steak 
to suit every connoisseur, from 
an ultra-supreme British grass-fed 
Herefordshire rib to a premium USDA 
grain-fed beef from Great Omaha.

Winter warmer 

Ceri Wade cooks up a hearty New Year cullen skink 



The Keston Kitchen calendar 2013 
celebrates the best of Britain that we, 
here on Keston Road, know and love, 
with dishes such as jerk chicken a la 
Peckham and cider from the Shire. 

All the profits from the calendar go 
to Give Me Education, a not-for-profit 
organisation based in Ethiopia that 
helps more children get access 
to education. 

Here, I’m offering up a sneak 
preview of the January dish from 
the calendar: cullen skink. I am 
lucky and get to spend some time in 
Scotland every January for an amazing 
Glaswegian festival called Celtic 
Connections. I love Scotland. I love 
the people, the music, the landscapes, 
the whisky... and the food. 

My dear cousin Gareth introduced 
me to this dish, a hearty, warming 
soup with smoked haddock and 
tatties, at Babbity Bowsers pub, and 
now I’m introducing it to you. Some 
people add cream, but I don’t think 
it needs it. Best eaten while sipping 
on fine ale and catching up with 
family or friends... 


Ingredients 

500g undyed, responsibly sourced 
haddock 

2 large potatoes, peeled and 
chopped into large chunks 
1 large leek, finely chopped 
1 large onion, finely chopped 
500ml milk 
100ml white wine 
1 bay leaf 
1 lemon 

1 tsp mustard powder 
Salt and pepper 

2 garlic cloves, finely chopped 
Fresh chives or parsley to garnish 

Method 

1 . Place the smoked haddock, skin- 
side down, in a large pan with 
500ml water, peppercorns and bay 
leaf. Poach gently for approx 4mins 
so the fish is just cooked. 

2. Remove the skin from the fish. 

Flake the fish and place to one 
side. Put the skin back in the 
cooking stock and set the 
stock aside. 


3 . Gently fry the onion, garlic and 
leeks in a separate pan until soft, 
but do not brown. Add the potato 
cubes and fry for lOmins, coating 
the outside in butter. 

4 . Remove the peppercorns, bay leaf 
and fish skin from the stock, then 
add it to the pan with the wine and 
lemon juice. Boil the potatoes for 

a further lOmins until soft. Now 
add the milk and mustard powder 
and season. 

5. I prefer my Cullen Skink to have 

a hearty feel with chunks of potato 
and fish, so I mash the potato 
lightly in the mixture and then add 
the fish. If you prefer it smoother, 
run it through a blender. 

6 . Warm the mixture through, 
check the seasoning, 
add chopped parsley 
or chives and serve 
with chunky bread.

Happy New Year! Victoria Purcell takes five essential steps 
to get body and mind back on track ready for 2013... 


The workout 

Wow, what a workout! Sleek. Sexy. 
Powerful is the tagline for Piloxing, 
the latest Hollywood fitness craze set 
to take the UK by storm, and while 
I expected it to tick the first two boxes, 
I didn’t expect it to so emphatically 
tick the third. 

Piloxing at Push Studios with 
Teresa Malins combines Pilates and 
boxing into a fast, fun ‘fat-torching, 
muscle-sculpting, core-centric interval 
workout’. Sure, the name sounds a 
bit daft, and you might be tempted to 
write it off as a fad workout, but this 
fresh fitness class is spot on for me. 

I’ve been meaning to take up Pilates 
for a while, but I do find it a bit dull. 
I’ve dabbled with boxing workouts 
too and, while they really are fun, they 
can be pretty hardcore.

Hankering after some 
winter sun? Consider 
Lanzarote in the Canary 
Islands for a first-rate 
break, says Lorraine 
Crighton-Smith 



L anzarote has shaken 
off its ‘Lanzagrotty’ 
tag, and quite rightly 
so. Yes, Puerto del 
Carmen is home to the 
‘Hippodrome’ where 
you can get at least three free drinks 
with the one you purchase, but there 
is so much more to the island, and it’s 
become rather upmarket too. Take 
Playa Blanca. There’s the 5-star hotel 
complex Princess Yaiza, which is vast 
and luxurious. It even has its own 
10,000 m 2 Kikoland - for the kids. 

If you prefer more independence 
than a hotel may offer then enquire 
about Natural Retreats self-catering 
accommodation. We rented a villa 






for the week, and could quite happily 
have stayed there for longer. Perhaps 
even permanently. The villas are 
spacious, with a contemporary interior 
that’s been designed to the highest 
specification. The top-of-the-range 
Bulthaup kitchen had everything you 
could possibly need in it, including a 
high tec coffee machine (that took at 
least three of us to fathom). There’s 
air conditioning throughout the 
apartment, which is perfect for cooling 
down from the Canarian sun. 

Our favourite place to kick back was 
on the terrace around our personal 
swimming pool. Our apartment had 
a selection of inflatables (perhaps 
meant for younger guests), including 


lilos and rubber rings, which we put 
to good use. Enjoying a Dorada (a 
local beer) by the pool was blissful. 
The pool is heated through the winter 
months (October to May) but was 
perfectly pleasant to swim (or sit) in 
during our stay in September. 

If you prefer the sensation of sand 
between your toes then there are 
several beaches a short drive away. 
You can walk, as we did (you can 
take the girls out of London...) but 
the pathways here aren’t particularly 
pedestrian friendly. There’s a dirt 
track to cross on the way down to the 
coast, and it’s about 10-15 minutes 
from there to the first of three beaches. 
Further down Playa Blanca there is 
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a blue flag beach, and the Papagayo 
beach, tucked away in the Los Ajaches 
nature reserve - an area of volcanic 
hills on the southern tip of the island 
- is widely acknowledged as one the 
island’s most beautiful beaches. 

Bored of the sand? Well one thing 
Lanzarote has in abundance is rock. 

It’s a volcanic island (complete with 
black sand in parts) and a visit to the 
Timanfaya National Park is a great 
excursion if you fancy getting up 
close to the craters. It last erupted in 
1824, but the trail of destruction it left 
behind is fascinating to see. 

Diving is another popular activity 
for tourists in Lanzarote. We spotted 
a few snorklers along the shore too 


so there must be some interesting 
underwater sights to behold. 

Canarian cuisine doesn’t just 
amount to the rather grotesque 
Burger King on the promenade in 
Playa Blanca. In fact, very close 
to our Natural Retreats villa was a 
parade of restaurants - by La Mulata 
- that could have fed us all week. A 
superb Argentinean steakhouse (El 
Argentino) won our custom twice 
throughout the week, and there’s an 
impressive Italian and a great Greek 
place too. Do head down to Marina 
Rubicon for an evening though, 
where there’s a vast selection of 
restaurants and bars that offer the 
pretty marina view. »>

Reaching great heights 

Sydenham High strives for an education that goes beyond great results 


Sydenham High is currently celebrating 
125 years in educating girls aged 4 to 
18 from across London and the South 
East. This summer the school achieved 
quite exceptional GCSE and A Level 
results - some of its best ever results and 
somewhat bucking the trend nationally. 
This followed an Inspection report that 
judged the school to be outstanding 
for providing a first-class education, 
allowing pupils to be intellectually 
fulfilled at the same time as offering 
lively and stimulating enrichment 
beyond the classroom. 

Head teacher Kathryn Pullen firmly 
believes that the school’s approach 
to educating and not just examining 
pupils is at the heart of enabling 
each girl to achieve her full potential 
- something she refers to as the ‘Syd 
Effect’: “Our aim is to prepare each 
girl for what the future holds - by 
setting high expectations, providing a 
strong academic framework, instilling 
confidence and supporting every girl’s 
emotional development so that she 
can be the absolute best she can be.” 

This approach can be seen at 
every level of the school. Each pupil 
has her own development plan 
right from the moment she arrives, 
ensuring that she can be supported 
and encouraged at every stage of 
her school life.

learning experiences, which embed 
their knowledge as they work. In the 
Sixth Form, as well as her A Levels, 
each girl has the opportunity to take 
the Extended Project Qualification 
(EPQ). This allows students to pursue 
independent areas of study supervised 
in a similar way to a university 
dissertation or thesis. Pullen believes 
this is a great preparation for academic 
life at university and was delighted that 
this summer 71% of those pupils who 
completed the EPQ gained A* or A 
grades. The school has now become 
a centre of excellence for EPQs within 
the 25 schools for the Girls’ Day School 
Trust, to which Sydenham High belongs. 

Life beyond the curriculum is also 
vibrant and enriching, with plenty of 
sport, music, drama, art and clubs 
of all kinds so that every girl has the 
opportunity to stretch herself. Girls are 



also encouraged to take part in charity 
fundraising and community service. 
Pupils recently raised over £9,000 for 
cancer charities by making a bid to 
break the world record for the biggest 
cereal breakfast as part of the school’s 
125th anniversary celebrations - an 
idea that came directly from the pupils. 

Looking ahead to the world of 
work, the school has also launched 
a Young Enterprise initiative for Sixth 
Formers in conjunction with Dulwich 
College, designed to give pupils a 
taste for entrepreneurship and to 
build practical business skills. Two 
combined school teams are now 
working on solid business ideas. 

“We’re proud of the excellent 
academic achievement of our girls 

- just as we are proud of our award¬ 
winning choir, our range of sports, our 
theatre productions and the creativity 
in art and design,” says Pullen. “But 
our definition of success is broader 
than that: when we look at our girls, 
we see people who are articulate, 
well-informed and open-minded. They 
are not afraid to accept a challenge 
and have the courage to try new things 
and the self-belief to see them through 

- vital attributes to deal confidently 
with an ever-changing world.” }
